WasHINGToON, April 19.— There is as yet 
no official indication concerning the Presi- 
deut’s action on the finance bill, but the gen- 
eral impression is he will approve it. The 
friends of the measure are confident in this 
belief, and someof them give asa reason 
for it the expression of the hope in the 
President's last annual message that the 
dest measure may be arrived at to secure such 
an elasiicity of the currency as will keep 
employed all the industries of the countr

ment. ‘The further remark of the President 
was that the decision of Congress on this 
subject will have the hearty support of the 
Executive.

The Senate Sclect Committee on Trans- 
portation, at their — 1 St night, greed 
to the report prepared by the chairman, 
Senator Windom,of Minnesota, The report 
is elaborate, embracing a large mass of 
statistical matter not before collected, 
and contains a discussion of the 
alleged defects and abuses of the existing 
system of transportation, and also the gro- 
posed remedies in detail. The details dis- 
cussed are included under four general sub- 
divisions, viz: 

= Unregulated competition between rail- 
roads. 

2. Direct Congressional regulation of rates 
and fares. 

8. Tbe ownership or coatrol of one or 
more freight railroads by the general govern- 
ment. 

4. The improvement and creation of 
routes. 

Each of these subj.c's is fully discussed 
and the conelusion generally is in favoro 
improved water routes. Several specific 
recommendations are made, but these are 
withheld by the committee until the report 
shall be made on Wednesday or Thursday 
next. The committee are not unanimous on 
the measures of legislation they propose with 
reference to railroads, but are on their recom- 
mendation as to water courses. The eonsti- 
tutional questions are fully discussei. Sena- 
tor Windom will, after making the report, 
fully epitomise and explain its contents.
